FEAR CITY IS DOOMED 


Water in Many Places 100 Feet Deep 


—.Docks Disappear -Money Loss 


$25,000,000 - Natives'Reiuse 


to .Remove Debris. 


NEW-YORK, Jan. 17.—The shores of 


the harbor of Kingston are sinking and 
there is terror less the city slip'into the 


»oa, according to a private dispatch re- 
ceived by o large mercantile house here 


1 today from Port Au Prince, Haytj. Tho 


bed of the harbor is said to 1)0 sinking, 


and the water in many places is now 100' 


feet deep. Every wharf not destroyed 
by fiio'i* snid to have sunk into the 
sen or to have been rendered worthless. 


LONDON, Jan. 17.—A dispatch • from 


Holland Bay, dated January 15,' says 
that mo first, ourth shock at Kingston, 
which occurred at 3:35 p. m.. Jtnuary 
14, did'all the darauge, the subsequent 
Icswer shocks having little effect. Fires 
spread in three directions, funned by a 
strong wind, and1 the fireman .were han- 
dicnpped owing to the absence :of water. 


The dispatch after confirming the re- 


ports that hundreds were killed, burned 
to death or injured, say* that at least 
form thir.ty to forty persons were killed, 


_ as a_result of the coila-pso of the Myrtle' 


bank hotel. The devastated -region, the 
dispatch continues, stretches from 
the 


wharves in the southern part of the city 
to the racecourse in the north, to the 
customs house in the west, and to Fleet 
str>st in the ea^t, containing all the prin- 
cipal stores, banks and government of- 
ficers, all of which were wrecked, most of 
them being leveled to the ground. 


NO LOOTING OR VIOLENCE. 


The sender of the above dispatch does 


not mention any looting or violence, ex 
cept in 'the case 'of a few rum 
shops 


which were invaded by negroes.' The re- 
ports received' here from St. Thomas di- 
rect, estimate the casualties at Kingston 
at about 1,000 killed; that Home fl.OOO 
persons are homeless and place the dam- 
age done at $10,000,000. Concerning the 
latter, while the fire insurance companies 
here repudiate all liability, 
under 
the 


earthquake clause in their policies, the 
Marine Insurance societies are likely to 
be rctty hard sufferers, thl risk of tire 
to merchandise, wharves-and warehouses 
having been largely carried by these com- 
panies of recent years, and their policies 
do not appear to include a clause ex- 
empting them from the results of earth- 
quakes. 


AS TO RELIEF MEASURES, 


Qw.en Cosby Philipps, M. P., chairman 


of the Royal Mail Steam Packet com- 
pany, after a long conference at'the col- 
onial office, this morning regarding the 
immediate measures to be taken for the 
relief of the earthquake sufferers cabled 
to the company's agency in'New York 
as follows: "Relief measures should bo 
carried out only through and under the 
sanction of the governor of Jamaica, who 
is the best judge of the extent of the 
distress and'the best measures to be 
taken for alleviating it, and \*ho will 
in any case bear the responsibility." 


CLOSE CALL FOR BRITOJJS.

The visitors 
hdd just left the" pier on thtir,1 way back 
to the hotel when, an they'reached the 
liotel lawn the earthquake 'came and the 
hotel toppled over in ruins around the 
travelers. The pier which' they hod just 
•eft also was .destroyed.

SEEMED TO SHRIVEL UP. 


LONDON, Jan. 17.—Some graphic de- 


tails'of the Kingston disaster are given 
in one of the latest dispatches received 
here dated from Holland Bay, Jan. 15. 
According to this report, the whole city 
of Kingston seemed to shrivel up, build- 
ings crashed toguthcr and fell in a crush- 
ed mass, under the first shock. The bus- 
iness streets at .the time were well filled 
with tourists and, according to this cor- 
•respondence. no doubt many of them 
' were caught 'in the falling brick work 
and buried in the debris. Fire broke out 
immediately nfter the crush at three sep- 
arate points. The lire department sta- 
tion was wrecked, rendering resistance 
to tho flames impossible. The conflagra- 
tion continued unchecked until Tuesday 
morning, by which'time the whole busi- 
ness quarter of Kingston had been wip- 
ed out, the damaged area comprising 
about » square mile. All the large ware- 
houses in the lower part of the city were 
consumed and not a single house any- 
where remained undamaged, the major- 
ity being unfit for habitation. When this 
dispatch was filed the bodies of many 
persons who had been staying at the 
Myrtle Bank hotel were still beneath the 
wreckage. 


KILLED MAX REACH 1,200. 


A conservative, estimate of the casual- 


ties made by th'e 'police " of Kingston, 
places the mfriiW of killed at 1,200 judg- 
ing ; from t;hc number; of bodies-already 
discovered ^n, the. few" buildings' which 
have been examined. 'This estimate, the' 
correspondent''adds, is likely to'be1 large- 
ly increased .wKen a thorough 'search is 
made of the .wrecked- 'buildings. 


'CHURCHES DISAPPEAR.- 


The treasury on Habor street was 


standing, but the postoffice and court 
house were in ruins.

BOTTOM OF SEA CHANGING. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The secre- 


tary of the navy has received a telegram 
from the Hamburg American Line steam- 
ship offices in New York advising him 
that according to a cablegram from the 
captain of the company's steamer Presi- 
dent dated nt Port Au Prince, Haiti, 
great caution is necessary on the part 
of ships-approachiug Kingston, as the 
bottom of the sea has changed by reason 
of the earthquake and that the light- 
house has been demolished.

TELLS STORY OF DISASTER, 


BUFFALO, N. 'Y., Jan. 17.—The Ex- 


press this morning publishes the follow-' 
ing:

MORTGAGE TAXATION LAW. 


Mortgage taxation will be sources of 


considerable apitation before. the legisla-. 
tive session this winter. The governor 
has in his meHMgc 
recommended that 


mortgages be tAxcd. A great 
many 


members of the legislature, . both in tho 
assembly mid sennte, howev«r, .-are in 
favor of the exemption from taxation of 
this form of credit, being in sympathy 
with the idea" of" two of the tux commis- 
sioners, -Mesai-8. Gilson and Uiirtis, both 
of whom arc (iwtwed in «. course in f*v-. 
or of '.the exemption of mortgages from 
taxation. 


Whether a bill on. the taxation of 


.mortgages will pojss the legislature is a 
question. Of course thy' theory foV the 
•exemption . lies in. the fact that it ia 
claimed -a taxation of both the mortgage 
and -that portion of the value of land 
which: is represented in the mortgage as 
security presents practically double ta\- 
at.ion. because of, the fact that' the land 
itself 
is subject to i" assessment. Any 


mortgage bill that does go through will 
attempt to do away 'with this double 
taxation by in some way removing from 
.the /tax list a'l land covered by mort- 
gage in nn amount equal to the mort- 
gage for which the knd is security. • 
. Save for the fight which is to be made 
by tho' Northwestern to secure a reduc- 
tion of its' taxes, .the mortgage taxation 
bill will undoubtedly be the most impor-

"I confess my sympathy," he said, "for 


the colored man. He has done wonders 
in many directions since brought from 
the gloom and darkness of slavery into 
the light of liberty, and he has over- 
whelmingly vindicated his right to be a 
soldier clad in the uniform.of the army, 
marching and sorving under its flag." 


Mr. Spooner said he had listened with 


regret, though not.with surprise, to the 
easy and nni^rsal impeachment" by Sen- 
ator Tiflmin, not only .of the battalion, 
of the Twenty-fifth infantry, but of the 
regiment.

APPLAUDS PRESIDENT'S ACTS'. . 
In opening his defense of the presi- 


dent, Mr. Spooner said that no man liv- 
ing had shown,.an.evidence of stronger 
feeling of comradeship for the soldiers' 
than^Theodore Roosevelt. The president, 
he said, had stood for the execution of 
the law in the cane'of those who offend- 
ed against it whether they were white or 
black, rich or poor. Proceeding to dis- 
cuss the constitutional power of tha 
president as comrnanderlin-ohlef of the 
army, and navy, the Wisconsin eenmter 
said this was a power which, applied- in 
time of peace us well as in time of war. 
Declaring the most solemn duties of the 
senate to be judicial, he deplored any at- 
tempt on the part of the senate to in- 
vestigate usurpation or abuse for such 
power on the part of the executive, for 
such,investigation meant a 
prejudiced 


court in event of impeachment proceed- 
ing?. He said that if the president had 
made an order within his constitutional 
power tlio simate was not coinpel/ed to 
sit in judgment and take testimony to 
determine whether it should by legisla- 
tion-set it aside. Without discipline the 
army would be a mob, more dangerous 
to tho people who supported it than the 
enemy. Congress had no power over the 
Commander-in-chief, which would'impair 
his power to command.

(he constitutional provision which au- 
thorizes' the congress to make rules and 
regulations for the government of the 
army when ho became involved in a dis- 
cussion of thc proposition with Senator 
Bacon.

THE CO-EMPLOYE BILL. 


The co-employe bill presented in the 


assembly is a copy of the measure pass- 
ed by the assembly two years ago, but 
defeated in the senate.
